by a vote of 38 to 21. Mr. Crouch of 
Muskogee asked if the bill had at­ 
tached the emergency clause, where­ 
upon the speaker announced that it 
was a part of the bill; that the bill 
had ^passed the house finally by a vote 
of 87 to 18; that it was senate bill No 
«l, by Senator Billups, as amended in 
the House. 
The vote taken made the 
record official from every standpoint 
and to a certain extent establishes the 
measure’s paternity. The senate, it is 
said, will now be at liberty to deal 
"itll it as having originated in the 
senate. This statute was partially rec­ 
ognized by the senators, for after es­ 
tablishing that the House was really 
in session, the report was received as 
official and with a motion by Senator 
Billups to not concur in the amend­ 
ment sthe house had made, the bill was 
laid over for one day.

Appropriation bill for the state asy­ 
lum at Fort Supply was sent to third 
reading today, 
the 
total 
allowance 
having been reduced from $210,000 to 
$161,000 for one year. Mr. Cope's bill 
regulating the running of automobiles 
and Mr. Bryan’s measure providing for 
funding the outstanding indebtedness 
of the state by a bond issue, were al­ 
so passed to engrossment. Bills pre­ 
sented in the house today w*-re: 
By Mr. Bryan, regulating bond and 
surety companies, 
also 
establishing 
food, drug and dairy commission; by 
Mr. Tandy and Mr. Ezzard, providing 
for terms of County Court to be held 
in Chelsea and Collinsville, in Rogers 
county by Mr. Earle, for sale of section 
13 of Beaver, lexas 
and 
Cimarron 
counties, where the same was home­ 
steaded prior to June 16, 1907; by Mr. 
Japp, providing where railroads build 
their lines within one mile of any town 
the depot shall be located at the near­ 
est point. This bill covers the cases 
of Eschiti, on the Wichita Falls and 
Northwestern, and Meno, on the Ro: k 
Island. 
The senate today recommended for 
passage the bill bv Senator Brownlee 
requiring that hotels, tenement houses 
and places of public resort be provid­ 
ed with fire escapes. Reconsideration 
was secured upon the bill by Senator 
Franklin prohibiting the operation of 
locomotives of the “Mother Hubbard’ 
type, and the emergency clause, de­ 
feated on Saturday, prevailed today. 
The Taylor fellow servant bill wa9 
before the senate again today, discus­ 
sion turning on whether all classes 
of manufacturing should be included. 
Several kinds of factories are named 
in the section adopted Saturday, but it 
developed that these being mentioned 
might act to the exclusion of all oth- 
ers; also it was believed the act could 
not stand a constitutional test in the 
courts. Without taking action the bill 
was referred to a committee for revis­ 
ion. 
Senator Stewart’s amendment, 
limiting the fees attorneys may re­ 
ceive in personal injury cases to 5 
per cent, was withdrawn.

It is the amount that 
Uncle Sam pays annually In rent. 


The government is like a boy who 


outgrows his clothes so fast that his 
trousers are half way to his knees, his 
sleeves only to his elbows, his neck 
towering above his collar. Every de- 
partment of the national government 
has outgrown the buildings provided 
for its housing. 


This year the estimates 
included 


$370,123.66 for rent. 
The figures in- 


crease from year to year. 
Before 


very long Uncle Sam will be paying a 
cool half million dollars annually for 
rented buildings in Washington alone, 
not counting tha rents which must be 
paid all over <Pie country. 


The state department is the only 


one of the nine great branches of the 
administration which seems to have 
enough room for its actual work. It 
has only a single rent item—?720 a 
year for stables. 


As practically all the departments 


have a corresponding item it remains 
for some congressman, looking for 
novelty, to propose a bill for erecting 
a general stable. The president tried 
In vain to have the old White House 
stables replaced by new, so' Uncle 
Sam, too, may have to wait. 


The treasury department has so 


overflowed the fine old granite build- 
ing next to the White House that it 
has to rent six other buildings, or 
groups of offices in buildings. 
Its 


rent bill is $34,886 a year, and would 
be higher If the government did not 
own some additional outside quarters 
occupied by treasury officials. 


The war department, which shares 


with the state and navy the huge 
building beyond the 
White House, 


could almost make use of the ^entire 
structure for Its own purposes. 
It is 


driven to the renting of a dozen out- 
side places at an annual cost 
of 


$17,720. 


The navy department has the fine 


new Mills building across the way 
from the government building. For 
this and other outside quarters it 
pays a rental of $24,500 this year. 


The department of the Interior has 


to pay the highest rent, amounting to 
(62,440. 
This is accounted for by 


;he fact that the civil service commis- 
sion .has to be housed by this depart- 
ment. 
So have the bureau of educa- 


Jon, the patent office, with its thou- 
sands of models and its millions of 
documents, the land office and several 
other big government enterprises. 


The post office 
department 
pays 


$50,148.96 this year, for rent in Wash- 
ington alone. 
Of course, its 
rent 


roll for the whole country Is a very 
different and very much more Impos- 
ing figure. 


The department of agriculture pays 


$50,148.96 in Washington rent, though 
this figure wilt be greatly reduced 
when its huge white marble building 
is completed. 
The agricultural de- 


partment has boiled so hard for the 
past few years that it has run over 
into a dozen outside bureaus, each as 
busy and full as a beehive. 


Other departments are in the same

for its housing. 


This year the estimates 
included 


$370,123 66 for rent 
The flguies in- 


crease from year to year. 
Before 


very long Uncle Sam will be pajing a 
cool half million dollars annually for 
rented buildings in Washington alone, 
not counting thj» rents which must be 
paid all over tee country 


The state department is the only 


one of the nine great branches of the 
administration which seems to have

has only a single rent item—$720 a 
year for stables.
